Mrs. Demarchus C. Brown of Irv­ 
ington visualized Greece, the source 
of beauty ami philosophy from the 
beginning of time, in a lecture on 
‘The Shrines of Greece,” before an 
open meeting of the Delphian Society 
Friday evening at the home of Dr. 
and Mrs. II. V. Logan, corner 
of 
Perkins and 
Sixth 
streets. 
Each 
member of the society had one guest. 
In the 
mind’s ey e, Mrs. 
Brown 
took the audience on a sight-seeing 
tour of the little country and the 
Archipelago, going first to the shrine 
>f Delphi, where the people of a n­ 
cient Greece went to th« * oracle of 
Opollo to have the perplexing ques­ 
tion« of life answered. In this con­ 
nection, Mrs. Brown commented on 
the significance of the name adopted 
by the society , in that it, like the 
oracle, 
answers 
the 
questions of 
the society . 
Before picturing the 
places 
of 
beauty to he found in Greece, Mrs. 
Brown briefly outlined the founding 
and growth of the Delphian Society , 
and disclosed 
her interest in 
tlm 
organization hv showing that 
was 
“ twins” in Delphian, having joined 
the first society organized 
in Ind­ 
ianapolis seven y ears ago and again 
recently 
when one was formed in 
Irvington. 
With marvelous descriptive power, 
in which humorous personal experi­ 
ences of her tour of Greece were 
frequently mentioned, 
Mrs. 
Brown 
pictured the age-old civilization that- 
had 
been revealed by excavations, 
and 
wound into the narrative the 
Grecian my ths that have come down 
through 
the centuries and whieh, 
Mrs. Brown said, were really 
the 
methods employ ed in those day s of 
writing history . 
Mrs. Brown spoke of the work of 
Dr. Arthur Evans, who made dis­ 
coveries 
on 
the 
island of Crete 
which disclosed that this little is­ 
land was really the cradle of 
the 
present eiviIization. 
The 
speaker 
recalled 
how the 
Greeks had really preserved civili­ 
zation by continually fighting back 
the inroads 
of oriental hordes and 
pictured 
the 
sufferings 
of 
the 
Greeks while they 
were under the 
iron rule of the Turks from 1153 un­ 
til early in the nineteenth century .

Tied to the seat of a-cultivator 
placed in the center 
of 
the

square here, the three negroes met 
their 
death 
before 
a mob of one 
hundred. 
“ S l i p ” Terry, 20, who was cap 
tured after a thirty-six hours chase 
with blood hounds, was the first to 
he homed. Tied to the seat of a cul 
tivator after he is alleged to have 
made a confession, oil was poured 
on his body and a match struck. As 
the flames mounted above his body, 
Terry shouted, “(Mi Lord I am com 
ing.” 
Mose Jones, 44, and John Cornish, 
19, were the other negroes burned. 
After 
Terry 
had been ignited, he 
shouted, “ Burn Jones and John Cor 
nish. They are as guilty as I Tim.” 
His chant, “Oh Lord I am com­ 
ing,” rose higher and higher as the 
Haines leaped. 
Jones was ropped 
and 
dragged 
over 
the hot coals and more wood 
was piled on the fire. In six minutes 
he too was dead. Cornish was las 
soed and dragged onto the tire ami 
again more fuel was added and the 
three bodies burned together.

know 
the 
meaning 
of 
“ puncheon,” I will state the pun ch ­ 
eon tloor was made of split logs, the 
flat or split si«le up. These were lev­ 
eled off with an ax ami fitted close 
together, and form«*«! a 
substantial 
floor. The seats were m ade hy using 
one of these logs flat side up and 
putting 
wooden pins on the under 
side for legs. 
The 
flat 
side 
was 
smoothed off as well as could 
be 
done. 
It is nee«lless to say that very 
few pupils slid off of these 
scats 
regardless of the fa c t that they had 
no har k to them, for the reason th at 
the uneven su rface made “ slipping” 
impossible, as well as dangerous to 
the clothing. 
These early school 
houses were 
not located with any regularity. 
A 
few 
neighbors 
merely got t«»g«*ther 
and er«*cted the building at a con­ 
venient 
place fo r 
them, ami then 
secured a teacher, who was paid by 
the 
patrons. 
Usually 
the patron 
paid in proportion to the number of 
scholars furnished 
by 
hiip.„ 
The 
wages of these teachers sehlom ex­ 
ceeded ten dollars per month. 


The windows were small and 
as 
glass was not 
obtainable the win­ 
dow panes were m ade of green p a ­ 
per, which allowed the light to shine 
through hut dimly; perhaps not more 
light penetrated any one of the early 
school rooms 
than 
would now be 
considered 
sufficient fo r one pupil, 
under the requirem ents o f the Ind- 
iana laws. 


F’or writing, 
a wide board hewn 
out 
o f 
logs, usually poplar, was 
fastened to the side of the wall by 
m eans of wooden pins and there the 
pupil learned his daily lesson in pen­ 
m anship; the pens Were m ade by the 
teacher from 
goose quills and the 
ink m anufactured from the 
berries 
that grew in abundance in the fo r­ 
est. 
The teacher alw ays “ set” the 
copy. 
This school room was heated by 
an immense fire place, probably 
8 
feet wide and p erh ap s throe o r more 
feet deep, locate«! in one end of the 
room, and one of the duties of the 
larger boys w as to c a rry in the back 
logs as well as the other wood suffi­ 
cient to keep the room habitable. 
The term of 
these 
subscription 
schoqls was seldom more than two 
or three m onths in length and were 
only 
conducted 
during the w inter 
season. A school for girls an d small 
boys was some times conducted in 


the spring, 


term.” 
One of 
e 


and called a 
“ Spring 


the 
peculiarities of the 
ariy 
schools was that the pupils 
were all required to stu d y aloud, and 
the more n«»is«* the «*hi 1*1 w as mak- 
in in his studies the more intensely 
he 
w as 
presum ed to be studying. 
The 
fierce 
hickory 
stick 
of the 
school m aster was alw ays at 
hand, 
ready to prom pt any pupil who for 
any reason was silent. It would be 
interesting to follow the discussions 
in teacher's meetings carried on no 
«loubt for some years to <*hange from 
the audible method 
of studying to 
the present, silent method. 


Some of these early schools had 
as m any as sixty or more pupils of 
all ages and sizes, from the little tot 
of fo u r to tin* full grown m an or 
woman of twenty or more. One can 
imagine the troubles of the “ m aster” 
in hearing all pupils recite each day 
when it is rccalle«! that there were 
no grades in the school; each 
pupil 
constituted a class to himself in all 
except writing and spelling. 
H ow ­ 
ever, as the school day w as from 
daylight to dark, the ten or twelve 
hours w as suffmient if the 
pupils 
were prom pt and tin* tea«*her ener­ 
getic. 
It 
was the custom to allow 
the first pupil to arrive at the school 
in th«* m orning to recite first, all day, 
so, here w as k«»en rivalry among the 
more am bitious to arrive 
early in 
order that he might come home early. 


The subjects required in all these 
schools were readin, ’ritin’ and 'rith- 
metic, called the “ Three R’s.” 
When 
a teacher was qualified to teach sub­ 
jects oth er 
than 
tli<*se, 
especially 
Latin and Greek, he was a shining 
s ta r in that community. 
The school 
equipment was very simple and con­ 
sisted only o f the good faithful hie- 
ory sti«*k of the m aster. 
There were 
no globes, no maps, no ch arts, no 
bla<‘k boards and no 
library. 
The 
child learned his A. B. (Vs a t the 
teacher's knees. 
The advanced p u ­ 
pils were equipped with a speller, 
a 
read er and arithm etic. 
The spelling 
class consisted of all the large p u ­ 
pils, standing in a row ac ro ss one 
end of the school house, spelling in 
concert a s 
the words 
were 
p ro ­ 
nounced by the m aster. Some of the 
teachers more progressive in method 
would pronounce the first word of 
a column and require the pupils to 
spell from memory all of the words 
in th at column 
w ithout 
promptirtg. 
This method 
of spelling gradually 
changed until the pupils would spell 
the words as pronounced singly and 
if one missed a word it was passed 
on to the next until some one could 
spell the word. 
In this method 
the 
pupils would num ber each 
evening 
and the one a t the head of the class 
a t the close of the d ay would r e ­ 


am! would g<> to tin* foot of tlu* class 
next day. Small prizes were given to 
the one at the cud of the terms, who 
had the 
largest 
num ber o f liead- 
m arks. 
The gam es in the earlier schools 
were very appropriate f«»r the pion­ 
eers, largely consisting ol wrestling, 
lifting, running, 
jum ping and leap 
frog. 
T he gam es were much more 
calculated to develop strength 
than 
some of our more modern games as 
they were all in the open air and all 
pupils had a chance to participate. 
The later gam es of Bull Pen, Soak 
About, Round Town Ball, Long Town 
Ball, and D are B ase fo r the boys, 
and King Around a Rosy and D rop 
the H andkerchief fo r the girls 
and 
those boys who were reaching th at 
age when they oiled their h air and 
grease«] 
their boots, are more m od­ 
ern. 
A - the forest was 
cleared aw ay 
and the early settl«»rs became more 
numerous, 
the desire fo r education 
im -m ised and the 
private* 
schools 
grew in s«>me communities to 
tiie 
private academy. One of these was 
located at Richland am! another at 
Fairview. 
There 
was a Is«» such an 
academ y in Rushville. 
A number of 
private schools were also conducted 
throughout the county in addition to 
the academy, 
most 
im portant 
«>f 
which 
was the 
Friends' school a t 
C arthage. 
These 
private 
schools 
continue«! for some years but th^«» 
were a number of families too po o r 
to contribute 
to their su p p o rt and 
some in which the head of the fa m ­ 
ily did not consider education of s u f­ 
ficient im portance 
to 
p ay 
fo r 
a 
scholarship. 
The legislators realized 
the neeessity fo r an education ami 
when 
the new constitution of In d ­ 
iana was adopted it provided fo r a 
free school system , which has been 
in effect since th a t time, providing 
the m eans of getting an education to 
all of the pupils of the state. 
E ach generation is thoroughly con­ 
vinced th a t the schools of his dav 
vver«* v astly 'su p e rio r to those which 
followed and it m ust he adm itted that 
the m eager learning obtained by the 
pioneer w as m ade to do much s e r ­ 
vice and was p erh ap s applied with 
more energy than the sam e amount 
of education in length of time of 
today. 
The fact th a t the 
pioneer 
pupil 
was 
compelled to depend so 
largely upon his own resources hotIi 
in his education and in his attem pt 
to contribute to the support of tin* 
family, 
m ade 
him a stronger m an 
and a better citizen than the child 
who 
is 
pam pered 
throughout his 
young life. The early training did not 
produce mollycoddles.

timetable to determine the hour of 
mulling letters and parcels. The let- 
ter is as follows: 
My Dear Sir: 


Did it ever occur to you that with 


little effort on your.pnrt you could 
speed up the mail service in your 
town? 


When you mail your 
letters 
or 


circulars, if you 
will 
keep 
them 


straight as they are addressed and 
then either tie them in packages or 
put a rubber band around them, eith- 
er hand them to your carrier, all 
faced up or hand them in the win- 
don- at the post office. Or when the 
windows 
are 
busy or closed drop 


them iu the package drop at the of- 
fice. Iftlfisls' <lone it will save time 
in the office and remember this "Our 
time is your time." 


Example: One liushvillc business 


man just at closing time for a cer- 
tain mail, dropped 11S letters in the 
drop box, the result was the letters 
were all mixed up. This firm did not 
realize what they did. Not only was 
their own mail but all other mail in 
the box1 at the same, time failed to 
connect with this train, because ihe 
clerk did not have time to "face 
ii])" ihe letters and dispatch them. 
So yon see you may not only delay 
your own mail but some innocent 
pel-son 'may suffer. 


This only applies to quantity mail

Early Schools of Rush County 


No Licking, No Learning was the Rule When Teachers 


'Were Frequently Employed Because oj Physical 
Strength and Prowess—First School Established 
in Winter of 1820 -"1821 in Log Cabin in Vicinity 
oj Little Flatrock Christian Church. 


The 
following article is the 


fifth of a series regarding the 


early history of Rush 
County, 


which will be published in the 
Daily Republican between now 
and the Rush county centennial 
celebration in June. 
They will 


deal with various stages of the 
'early development of the county 
and were written at the request 
and suggestion of the publicity 
committee .for the centennial.—^ 
Editor's Note.

The earliest schools of Rush coun- 


ty were subscription schools, paid 
for 'by the patrons either in money 
or clothing or in board of the teach- 
er and some times all three of these 
means were used-to-pay a patron's 
portion of expense -for conducting 
the schools. The teachers was us- 
ually' required 
to board; around 


among the 
patrons, each patron 


keeping the'teacher'for a 
certain 


number, of days or week as 'apart of 
that -patron's pay toward the ex- 
penses." The teacher was frequently 
employed because of his physical 
strength- and prowess as. the teacher 
who .could not "lick" the biggest 
boy did not. ha^e much standing in 
the community. No licking, np,Jearn- 
ing,-was the rule. Thei teachers were 
sometimes men and women of • ex- 
ceptional education; • frequently, they 
had .had special training in- eastern 
colleges, or .universities, .or private 
schools, and "-were able to. teach 
Greek..and Latin;, where such -was 
the' ease they , occupied the ^highest 
social ."position in the entire' com- 
munity, . not- , even . excepting the 
minister. The'tea'cher -of this'higher 
qualification^"" seldonf stayed long' in 


the community as he was something 
of an adventurer and moved on to 
new 
surroundings and new condi- 


tions. 


What is supposed to have been 


the first school 
taught 
in Rush 


ounty was taught in the winter of 
1820-1821, in a log cabin in the vic- 
inity of Little Flatrock 
Christian 


Church in Noble Township. 
The 


teacher was Isaac Phipps. The land 
on which the school house was lo- 
cated was still government land- Mr. 
Phipps was later a justice of the 
peace of the county and taught oc- 
casionally for several years there- 
after. 


Some of the other early teachers 


of the county were, Edwin Elder, a 
young man of superior education, 
who came from New York State_ 
and bore the distinction of teach- 
ing "manners" in the school. 


The boy upon entering the room 


each morning was required, first, to 
remove hif< hat; second, take 
one 


step to the right; tnird, say, "Good 
Morning, Mr. Elder." This was a de- 
cided innovation, and together with 
his- strict but just discipline, left a 
lasting impression 
on his pupils; 


George Corn, came from Kentucky 
and-'was the'first teacher'who al- 
ways deferred punishment until the 
day following the .one on which the 
offense was committed; Merrill -Kent, 
from .Connecticut; 
John Cochrane 


from South, Caroline; Joshua.' Pool 
and Nathan Hill frbm_ North Car- 
olina; also.Judith M. Henley, a lady 
of superior Culture and education 
who was educated in ^Philadelphia 
and had!be^n.ui';charge!of;important 
schoolsr inr-'North ..(Carolina; v Elder 
Gabriel McDuffy, Elder ;Drury Holt, 
Leyi Hurt, who.: 'taught ;the fir.st 
scho61-'-''in what 'is nq^ ••Arlington;

Before Delphian Society 


AN OPEN MEETING IS HELD 


Lecturer Winds Into Narrative of her, 


Tour of Country, Grecian Myths 
That Have Come Through Years 


Mrs. Demarclms C. Brown of Irv- 


ington visualized Greece, the source 
of beauty and philosophy from the 
beginning of time, in a lecture on 
"The Shrines of Greece," before an. 
open meeting of the Delphian Society. 
Friday evening at the home of Dr. 
and Mrs. H. V. Logan, corner o£ 
Perkins and 
Sixth streets. 
Each 


member of the society had one guest. 


In the mind's eye, Mrs. Brown 


took the audience on a sight-seeing 
tour of the little country and the 
Archipelago, going'first to the shrine 
of Delphi, where the people of an- 
cient Greece went to the oracle o£ 
Opollo to have the perplexing ques- 
tions of life answered. In this con- 
nection, Mrs. Brown commented on 
the significance of the name adopted 
by tfie society, in that it, like the 
oracle, answers 
the 
questions of 


the society. 


Before picturing the places 
of 


beauty to be found in Greece, Mrs. 
Brown briefly outlined the founding 
and growth of the Delphian Society, " 
and disclosed 
her interest in the 


organization by showing that 
was 


:twins" in Delphian, having joined 
the first society organized in Ind- 
ianapolis seven years ago and again 
recently 
when one was formed in 


Irvington. 


With marvelous descriptive power, 


in which humorous personal experi- 
ences of her, tour of Greece were 
frequently mentioned,—Mrs. Brown' 
pictured the age-old civilization that 
had 
been revealed by excavations, 


and wound into the narrative the 
Grecian myths that have come down 
through 
the centuries and which, 


Mrs. Brown said, were really 
the 


methods employed in those days of 
writing history. 


Mrs. Brown spoke of the work of 


Dr. Arthur Evans, who made dis- 
coveries 
on 
the 
island of Crete 


which disclosed that this little is- 
land was really the cradle of 
the 


present civilization. 


The 
speaker 
recalled 
how the 


Greeks had really preserved civili- 
zation by continually fighting back 
the inroads of oriental 'hordes and 
pictured 
the 
sufferings 
of 
the 


Sreeks while they were under the 
iron rule of the Turks from 1453 un- 
til early in the nineteenth century.' 


One after another, Mrs. Brown 


recited her experiences in visiting

This academy was closed after 
three years of only moderate pat- 
ronage, and the subscription schools 
were the only means of securing an 
education, until the county seminary 
was organized in 1837-38.

Nicholas was the first superintend- 
ent of this seminary which furnish- 
ed instruction in the elementary sub- 
jects only. John W. Barbour was as- 
sistant in the seminary. It became

The Rev. D. M. Stewart who came 


to Rushille in 1836 was probably the 
best educated man in the county and 
he began in earnest) to get

educational advantages for the chil- 
dren of the community. He caused 
young ambitious teachers to come 
here to locate, and organized :.a 
school for young ladies which was 
held at his home. ^Chis had such a 
taint of 
aristocracy 
that it was 


abandoned and the teachers entered 
the 
county 
seminary and added 


much to its effectiveness. In 
1849 


the "Rushville High School" support- 
ed entirely by private subscriptions, 
was organized. 
It was kept in the 


liasement of the Presbyterian church

The earliest school house was of. 


necessity, made of leg, the floor and 
seats of puncheon. Lest some reader 
may not 
know the 
meaning 
of 


"puncheon," I will state the punch- 
eon floor was made of split logs, the 
flat or split side up. These were lev- 
eled 'off with an ax and fitted close 
together, and formed a substantia 
floor. The seats were made by using 
one of these logs flat side up anil 
putting 
wooden pins on the under 


side for legs. The 
flat 
side 'was 


smoothed oil as well as could 
be 


done. It is needless to say that verj 
few pupils slid off of these 
seats 


regardless of the fact that they had 
no back to them, for, the reason thai 
the uneven surface made "slipping' 
impossible, as well as dangerous to 
the clothing. 


These early school' houses were 


not located with any regularity. ,_A 
few neighbors merely got together 
and erected the building at a con- 
venient 
place for.' them, and then 


secured a teacher,^ who was paid by 
the 
patrons. 
Usually the patron 


paid in proportion to the number of 
scholars furnished by 
him.. 
The 


wages of these teachers seldom ex- 
ceeded ten dollars per month. 


The windows were small and^. 


glass was not obtainable the", win- 
dow panes were made of green pa- 
per, which allowed the light to shine 
through hut dimly; perhaps not more 
light penetrated any one of the early 
school rooms 
than 
would now be 


considered 
sufficient for one pupil, 


under the requirements of the Ind- 
iana laws. 


For writing, a wide board hewn 


out 
of 
logs, usually poplar, was 


fastened to the side of the wall by 
means of wooden pins and'-there the 
pupil learned his daily lesson in pen- 
manship; the pens were made by the 
teacher from goose quills arid the 
ink manufactured from the berries 
that grew in abundance in the for- 
est. 
The teacher always "set" 
the 


copy. 


This school room was heated by 


immense fire place, probably S 


feet wide and perhaps three or more 
'eet deep, located in one end of• the 
room, and one of the duties of the 
iarger boys was to carry in the back 
ogs as well as the other wood suffi- 
cient to keep the room habitable. 


The term of 
these 
subscription 


schoqls was seldom more than two 
or three months in length and were 
only 
conducted ' during the winter 


season. A school for girls and small 
boys was some tunes conducted in 


the spring, and called a "Spring 
term."

One 
of 
the 
peculiarities of the 


early schools was that the pupils 
were all required- to study* aloud, and 
the more noise the child was mafc- 
in-'in his studies the more'intensely 
he 
was 
presumed to lie studying. 


The 
fierce 
hickory 
stick 
of the 


school master was always at hand, 
ready to prompt any*pupil who for 
any reason was silent. It would be 
interesting to follow the discussions 
in teacher's meetings carried on no 
doubt for some years to change from 
the audible method of studying to 
the present, silent method. 


Some of these early schools had 


as many as sixty or. more pupils of 
all ages and sizes, from the little tot 
of four to the full grown man or 
woman of twenty or more. One can 
imagine the troubles of the "master" 
in' hearing all pupils recite each day 
when it is recalled that there were 
no grades in the school; each 
pupil 


constituted a 'class to himself in all 
except writing and spelling. 
How- 


ever, as the. school day was from 
daylight to dark, the.ten'or twelve 
hours was sufficient if the 
pupils 


were prompt and the teacher ener- 
getic. It was the custom to allow 
the first pupil to arrive at the school 
in the morning to recite first all day, 
so, here was keen rivalry* among the 
more ambitious to arrive early in 
order that he might come home early. 
..The subjects required in all these 
schools were readin, 'ritin' and,'rith- 
nietic, called the "Three E's."^ When 
a teacher was qualified to teach sub- 
jects other than 
these, 
especially 


Latin and Greek, he was a shining 
star, in that community. The school 
equipment was very simple, and con- 
sisted only of the good 'faithful hie- 
ory.-Stick of the master. There were 
no; globes, no'maps, no .charts, no 
black boards and no library. The 
child learned his As B; C.'s; at the 
teacher's knees. '..The-advanced pu- 
pils were equipped with:.a' speller, a 
reader and .arithmetic. 
The* spelling 


class .-consisted/)'of all the large pu- 
pils, standing in a row- across one 
end:, of the school house, spelling in 
concert as the words ' were. pror 
nouneed by the master. Some of the 
•ea'chers more progressive in method 
would pronounce the first word of 
a. column and require the pupils to 
spell from memory all of the.-words 
n that column without -prompting. 
This method 'of spelling gradually 
changed until the pupils would spell 
lie words as pronounced singly and 
f one missed a word it- was passed 
on to. the next until some,, one .could 
spell the word. In this method the 
mpils would number each. evening 
and the one at the head of the class 
at the close of the day would re- 
ceive what was called a "headmark'Ji'pneumonia.' 


and would go to the foot of the class 
next day. Small prizes were given to . 
the one at the end of the terms, who 
had the largest 
number of head- 


marks.

The games in the earlier schools 


were very appropriate for the pion- 
eers, largely consisting of wrestling, 
lifting,' running, jumping and leap 
frog. 
The games were much more 


calculated to develop strength 
than 


some of our more modern games r.s- 
they were all in the open air and'all. 
pupils had a chance to participate. 
The later games of Bull Pen, Sor.k 
About, Round Town Ball, Long Town 
Ball, and Dare Base for the boys, 
and Ring Around a Rosy and Drop 
the Handkerchief for the girls 
and 


those boys who were reaching that 
age when they oiled their hair and 
greased 
their boots, are more mod- 


ern. 


As the forest was 
cleared away 


and the early settlers became more 
numerous, 
the desire for education 


increased and the private 
schools 


grew in some communities to 
the 


private academy. One of these was 
'located at Richland and another at 
Fairview.' There was also such an 
academy in Rushville. 
A number of 


private schools were also conducted 
throughout the county in addition to 
the academy, 
most 
important 
of 


which was the Friends' school at . 
Carthage. These 
private 
schools 


continued for some years but tliyo. 
were a number of families too poor 
to contribute to their support and 
some in which the head of the fam- 
ily did not consider education of suf- 
ficient importance 
to pay for 
a 


scholarship. The. legislators realized 
the necessity for an education and 
when the new constitution of Ind- 
iana was adopted it provided for a 
free :school system, which has been 
iu. effect since that time, providing 
the"means of getting an education to 
all of the 'pupils of the state. 


Each generation is thoroughly con- 


vinced that the schools of his day- 
were vastly' superior to those which 
followed and it must be admitted that 
the meager -learning obtained by the 
pioneer was made to do much ser- 
vice and was perhaps applfed with 
niore .energy than the same amoust 
of education in length of time -of 
today. 
The fact that the pioneer 


pupil was 
compelled to" depend so 


largely upon his own resources both 
in his education and in his attempt 
to contribute to the support of the •_' 
family, made him a stronger man 
and a better'citizen than the child 
who is , pampered 
throughout his 


young life. The early training did not 
produce mollycoddles.
